1* With reference to our conversations on the above 
subject and to draft replies to Mr. Hoover's letter of 
1 $ March, one from ORE and one from COAPS, I talked to 
the Director this afternoon after he had returned to 
me both draft replies which he had cancelled^! hown herewith. 

2. He said that we should accept the FBI's letter 
of 15 March as a withdrawal from this Committee and make 
no acknowledgment of it, and send FBI no more minutes of 
this Committee’s meetings. 

3. Attached for your files are the original letter 
of 15 March from the FBI and the two cancelled drafts.
